“The Coral Sea”’ 


Off the Queensland coast of Australia lies 


the Great Barrier Reef, and a hundred miles 


beyond the outer limits of the Reef is a 
group of atolls which offers some of the 
world’s greatest diving. 


Here in the crystal clear waters of the Coral 


Sea lies a kingdom of marine wonders. 
Beyond the occasional fishing boat, these 
lonely, remote outposts go months without 
the intrusive presence of man and as a 
result the reefs are a tapestry of color and 


life. Divers who explore this wonderland are 


also treated to encounters with the larger 
pelagic species such as sharks and tuna, 


which are drawn from the open water to the 


immense coral structures. 


Carl Roessler recently completed his tenth 
expedition to this area and his slides por- 
tray the color, action and beauty of these 
remote coral reefs.

Special Exhibits 


Hawai’i: The Royal Isles continues in the 
Patricia Price Peterson and Atholl McBean 
Galleries through January 31. This colorful 
and fascinating exhibit gives an overview of 
the islands since the arrival of Captain 
James Cook in 1778. Included in the exhibit 
are drawings, wooden and stone images, 
ceremonial objects and utilitarian artifacts. 
Feather capes and leis are among the most 
beautiful pieces on display. Other feather 
objects include the hand kahili, pictured 
above, which were originally used as fly- 
flaps, but by the 19th century signified the 
presence of royalty. 

A fully illustrated catalogue of the exhibit, 
published by the Bishop Museum Press, is 
available at the Nature Company Museum 
Shop for $18. The exhibit was organized by 
the Bernice Pauahi Bishop Museum in 
Honolulu, and is funded by United Airlines 
and the National Endowment for the 
Humanities.

Scientific Publications 

A new monographic series entitled Flora of 
Chiapas has begun with the publication of 
the first two parts. Part 1 of the Flora, “‘Intro- 
duction to the Flora of Chiapas,” by Dennis 
E. Breedlove, Curator of the Department of 
Botany, describes the scope and plan of the 
Flora and physiographic regions of the state 
of Chiapas, Mexico. Chiapas, the southern- 
most state and the major tropical region of 


_ Mexico, “is the meeting ground of southern 


tropical and northern temperate floras. The 
peculiar geologic and edaphic conditions of 
the area have given rise to many endemic 
species.” Dr. Breedlove, who has spent more 
than six years in Chiapas collecting forty- 
eight thousand sets of herbarium specimens 
since 1964, “has undertaken, with the active 
collaboration of a number of colleagues, the 
monumental project of compiling and 
publishing a comprehensive account of all of 
the vascular plants known to occur in 
Chiapas.” (Quotes from Foreword by George 
E. Lindsay.) 

Part 2, ‘““Pteridophytes” (370 pages, 82 line 
drawings) treats the 630 or so species of 
ferns and fern allies, or about 7-8 percent of 
the approximately 8000 vascular plant 
species known from the state of Chiapas. 
The author, Dr. Alan R. Smith of the Univer- 
sity of California, Berkeley, is a Fellow of the 
Academy and one of the leading experts on 
tropical ferns. The superb line drawings of 
106 species representing 90 genera were 
rendered by Colleen Sudekum, Elly Simmons 
and Lisa Handwerg.

Harmonizing with Islam 

Speaker: Antony Hutt

Antony Hutt, a leading authority on Islamic 
art history and architecture, acts as a con- 
sultant for Islamic developers who want 
their new buildings to reflect an Islamic 
rather than a western cultural heritage. He 
is concerned about the need for preserving 
the values of the very old muslim traditions 
particularly in the architectural field. 

In this slide/lecture, Hutt will cover the arch- 
itecture of the Islamic world, taking ex- 
amples from different countries to show 
how the various forms evolved. 

Many Academy members will know Hutt 
from his lecture here in October 1981, on 
the “Four Himalayan Kingdoms’. Antony 
Hutt is a photographer, lecturer and scholar, 
has led numerous archaeological expedi- 
tions into the Middle East and has lectured 
extensively throughout Great Britain, the 
United States, Canada and Australia.

“Harmonizing with Islam” will serve to intro- 
duce members to “The Heritage of Islam”, 
an exhibit scheduled to open at the 
Academy in July of this year.
